DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Claim 27 is pending as amended on 29 January 2009, claims 1-26 being 
cancelled. 

2. A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 29 
January 2009 has been entered and fully considered. 

3. The text of those sections of Title 35, US Code not included in this action can be 
found in a prior Office action. 

Response to Arguments 

4. Applicant's arguments, particularly that US Patent 5,460,738 (Watanabe 
hereinafter) teaches only one hydrothermal treatment step and that the instant 
specification has demonstrated criticality of the hydrothermal treatment prior to the 
addition of the oxyzirconium salt and therefore reliance solely on case law as rationale 
to support an obviousness rejection is inappropriate— per MPEP 2144.04— have been 
fully considered and are persuasive.

Allowable Subject Matter 

5. Claim 27 is allowed for the reasons detailed above.
